States. 

The American military forces will 
prevent the vernent of the revolu- 
tionists from this country into Mexi- 
co, and also will prohibit defeated reb- 


jels with arms from seeking refuge in 


the United States. 

‘This action was based upon strong 
representations from the Mexican gov- 
ernment that armed bands of revolu- 
tionists have been entering Mexico at 
isolated places along the American 
boundary. | 

Furthermore, it was said the revo- 
lutionists have crossed the Rio Grande 
from Mexico, entering the United States 
to make their way undisturbed through 
American territory and then re-enter- 
ing Mexico. The United States has as- 
sured Mexico that every means will 
be adopted to prevent violation of a 
neutral attitude on the part of the 
Americans. 

Orders for the dispatch of troops 
were issued by the War Department 
today. Of the twelve companies, four

M Maj. Charles Edward Tempest 
Graham, for the last six years a confi-

H. E. Huntington, died yesterday 
morning in the Crocker-street hospi- 
tal, whither he had been removed after 
his seizure in the Pacific Electric 
building. 

Maj. Graham was a native of Lud- 
grave, Cornwall, Eng., where his father 
was rector. Through both parents he 
was the heritor of ancient lineage and 
noble connections. His maternal! 
grandfather was the late Sir George 
Leeds, of Croxton Park, Cambridge- 
shire, Eng., and Admiral Montague of 
the British navy was a near kinsman. 

Scion of a long line of soldiers and 
Sailors, eminent in British annals, he 
was, at 24, impatient of quiet Ludgrave 
and hurried across the Atlantic to 
take part in the American Civil War. 

As nearly all his compatriots sym- 
pathized with the South, he was given 
letters to Gen. Robert E. Lee and P. 
T. G. Beauregard, from their personal 
friends, who were also the young 
adventurer’s kinsfolk. Arriving in New 
York, he decided to cast his lot with 
the Union cause, Despite the lurid

Heath resided in Los Afigeles during 
the past two years, and was at one 
time taken into custody by the police 
charged with uttering checks upon a 
local banking institution, where he had 
no funds on deposit. He had apart- 
ments at Hotel Melrose prior to his de- 
parture, and created a splurge by his 
rapid method of living, and love for the 
great white way. 

When Heath first came to Los Ange- 
les he introduced himself in commer- 
cial circles as the agent of the Red 
Wing Advertising Agency, of Red 
Wing. Minn. He stated that the cor- 
poration which he represented held a 
monopoly on the advertising business 
in the Northwest, and that his pur- 
pose in Southern California was to open 
a branch office that would ultimately 
result in a similar monopoly. : 

The man was of an extremely affable 
nature, and made friends easily. He 
is said to be a college graduate. He 
often talked of the wealth of his father, 
John Heath, ot Fair Bow, Minn, a 
flour manufacturer.

Homicide, Robbers, Forgers 
Sit at Spread. 


Formerly in San Quentin, 
Now They're Good. 


One homicide, -four highwaymen, five 
burglars, two forgers and three ordi- 
citizens sat together yesterday 
evéning in one of the prominent down- 
town hotels and partook of one of the 
most unique banquets that has a place 


in the annals of Lucullan festivals, in 


Los Angeles. 

It was not the things that were 
served at the table, nor the manner 
of their serving, that was a bit out 
of the ordinary. It was the list of 
guests, men whose names in years 
past have been notorious in the news- 
papers, and who at due time or an- 
other figured on the registers of the 
penal institution at San Quentin. 

Not a single. patrolman, plain clothes 
detective or an employe of the hotel 
was aware of this strange gathering. 
It started as do all ordinary banquets 
and ended in a more orderly manner 
than do a great many. Strange as 
it may seem, not a one of the number 
ordered a drink or seemed to have a 


s is the fact that 
all of this former criminal crew is 
now at work in Los Angeles, not fol- 
lowing the nefarious “trades” ascribed 
to individual members, but pursuing 
some thoroughly useful occupation, ac- 
quiring reputation for honesty, sobriety 
and general ney. Every one of 
the men is out on parole, secured 
through the efforts of Leonard 
Mordaunt, himself for years a con- 
vict, whose work in the past six years 
in this city has been deemed remark- 
able for the amount of good that has 
resulted. 

Mordaunt, who ts at the head of the 
prison parole fund of Union Rescue 
Mission, invited all of these former 
prisoners to meet Frank 8.»Mulford, 
State parole officer, who has n here 
several days investigating the con- 
dition of the paroled prisoners.

His few words led to a greater inti- 
macy among the men, some of whom 
had never met others before, 
despite the fact that they were in- 
carcerate@ in the same prison for 
years. In the talk that followed. in- 
teresting figures were produced as to 
the “earning power” of a burglar, a 
yess, a highwayman or robber. 

These men who had followed the 
“profession,” told of how much they 

averaged at each particular kind 
of criminology, and when they had es- 
timated the humber of years that they 
were held as hostages of the State and 
brought themselves not a cent, they 
came to the conclusion that the ordi- 
nary burglar or man of his ilk obtains 
a mechanic.

“He was the only man I 
ever heard of who did get that much.
